2. All lots will be sold to the highest bidder. All bids (whether placed online or by mail, fax, email or phone) will be treated as limits and lots will 
be purchased below these limits where competition permits. Lots will be sold on the date of the online sale. 

3. Absentee bidders should be mindful that bids submitted in irregular increments may be rounded to a lower bid to comply with the online 
platform’s established bidding increments.

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The Philip W. Ralls 
Numismatic Library 

Dr. Philip W. Ralls was a noted collector of early Ameri¬ 
can coppers and the literature that shed light on them. 
As many collectors do, he got his start in numismat¬ 
ics as a boy pulling interesting coins out of circulation. 
His academic studies took priority for many years, as 
Phil studied at the University of California at Los An¬ 
geles, from which he earned his medical degree, and 
at the University of Southern California, where he ac¬ 
quired additional education in ultrasound. His medi¬ 
cal training led him to become the Vice Chair of the 
Department of Radiology at USC and to publish over 
400 articles in medical journals on various aspects of 
medical ultrasound and radiology. Phil was a Fellow of 
the American College of Radiology and was very highly 
regarded in his field. 

In 1975, Phil was introduced to large cent collecting by 
Del Bland, who became a close friend and advisor. He 
gradually focused on the cents of 1796 and 1798, col¬ 
lecting them carefully by die variety. He also fell in love 
with the classic literature on large cents, recognizing the value of the older references even as younger collec¬ 
tors tended to assume they had nothing left to say. As his collecting activities increased, so did his love of the 
literature. He was always looking to improve his library, just as he kept a lookout for upgrading his cents. Not 
content with, for instance, an original of Newcombs work on the 1801-1803 cents, Phil would seek out and ac¬ 
quire a signed copy. Not content with that, he would acquire a copy of the extremely rare deluxe leatherbound 
edition (lot 193 of the current sale). Likewise, he appreciated modern auction catalogues of extraordinary col¬ 
lections for the up-to-date information they contained. Once again, Phil was not content to simply include a 
hardcover of an important catalogue in his library, but would pursue extra-illustrated and deluxe leatherbound 
editions whenever they were offered. His collection of deluxe Superior catalogues, finely bound in leather and 
issued in very small numbers, attests to both his taste and perseverance. 

Phil was a social collector, and eventually served as president of the Early American Coppers club from 1990 
to 1996. His club activities also led to an interest in the auction catalogues prepared for American Numismatic 
Association conventions. His collection of these sales includes many of the rare early sales, some of which we 
have not been able to offer for many years. Other highlights of the sale include the very rare deluxe leather- 
bound edition of Clapps work on 1798-1799 cents, all three of B. Max Mehls rare leatherbound sales (Morse, 
Faelton 8c Todd; Dunham; Atwater), a number of plated Chapman catalogues, two plated Elder sales, two ex¬ 
ceptional copies of Crosby, and innumerable special edition auction catalogues.

The Phil Ralls Collection of 
ANA Convention Sales 
and Memorabilia 

Phil Ralls was especially devoted to his collec¬ 
tion of ANA Convention sales, aggressively 
pursuing the ones he needed and always on 
the lookout for upgrades. His set, while not 
strictly complete, includes a number of rare 
early sales. In some cases, the copy listed is the 
first we have offered in years. Given the nature 
of this part of his collection, it was felt that of¬ 
fering them together made more sense than 
listing them by cataloguer as we would ordi¬ 
narily do (hardcover and other special edition 
bindings of ANA sales are, however, listed by 
cataloguer). It should be remembered that in 
the early years, auctions were not conducted at 
every convention. The Ralls collection seems 
Only to be missing the sales for 1917, 1918, 
1931, 1932, 1936 and 1943, three of which 
were noted as “not seen” by Adams (including 
the 1943 sale, which should probably not be 
considered an ANA sale) and one (1936) that 
is recorded as existing in a sole known copy.

The third ANA Convention sale, conducted under the auspices of the 
New York Numismatic Club. The auction was held on a Friday evening 
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at Keen’s Chop House, “following an ‘Old English Dinner,”’ with “re¬ 
freshments being served during Sale.” Rare. The front cover proclaims: 
“American Numismatic Society Convention of 1910.” This does not ap¬ 
pear to be a typographical error, although the title page banner reads 
“American Numismatic Association Convention of 1910.” A printed 
emblem incorporating the logos of the American Numismatic Society, 
the American Numismatic Association, and the New York Numismatic 
Club is found on the front cover and on the title and it is apparent that 
all three groups had a hand in the affair. The ANS in fact invited the 
ANA to hold the convention in New York and an elaborate program was 
arranged by the ANS for their benefit. The business meetings were held 
at the Society’s new building and the coin exhibits were displayed there 
as well. The bid sheet also features the tripartite logo. Davis 565: “The 
official A.N.A. sale produced under the auspices of the then 20 month 
old, Elder supported, New York Numismatic Club, whose not so secre¬ 
tive goal was to replace the older Zerbe Association as the preeminent 
society in the United States.”

Gonna Rain No More”): “Oh! It’s Coin Bugs, Coin Bugs, Coin Bugs, Yes, 
Coin Bugs and still more; It’s great to be together, And talk old coins 
once more.” One of the nicest of the small number of copies we have 
seen or handled over four decades.

While nowadays the days 
leading up to an A.N.A. convention are routinely packed with impor¬ 
tant coin auctions, this was a notable innovation at the time. Adams 
summarizes the Molnar sale in two words: “Meager content.” This may 
account in part for its true scarcity today.

Gengerke page 207: “A.N.A. Convention.” Although the American Nu¬ 
mismatic Association considered the August 21 auction conducted by 
Charles Molnar (vide supra) to be the main auction, Fisher’s sale was a 
welcome addition, held at the convention hotel on the final day. Fisher 
notes in the catalogue that “This sale will be held in connection with 
the A.N.A. Convention on Thursday, August 23rd, at 1:30 RM. at the 
Carter Hotel, Cleveland, Ohio.” Further, the October, 1934 Convention 
issue of The Numismatist reported that “Those who were not used to 
metropolitan auction sales had grand opportunities, for the Cleveland 
convention had not only one auction but an abundance of them, the 
official one on Monday night, attended by a large audience, and Charlie 
Fisher’s sale on Thursday afternoon at the conclusion of the convention. 
The prices were fair and quite satisfactory to the buyers.” Fisher’s sale 
featured several runs of large cents, including a “Very Fine” 1799 ex Dr. 
French, and “A Superb Lot” of half dollars, comprising lots 819-852, 
“consigned by one of the most fastidious collectors, who is a real crank 
on Condition.” Very scarce.

Lilliputian in stature and colorless in terms of personality, he adopted 
a business plan that relied on creativity and promotion. Quite obvi¬ 
ously, Mehl did not realize that he was licked before he started.

From 
there, he took it one step at a time.” Mehl solved his problems with a 
massive advertising program, the likes of which had never been seen 
before in the numismatic community.

Judging from the few 
copies of these deluxe catalogues currently known, Mehl’s qualifying stan¬ 
dards were high indeed. Why Morse, Faelton and Todd was issued in de¬ 
luxe format remains something of an enigma.

The Pennypacker sale was a remarkable event, offering a fine collection 
of large cents assembled in the late 1940s and 1950s, mostly acquired 
from Leonard Hollands good friend Thomas Elder. Holland pledged the 
collection as collateral for a construction project loan in the late 1950s. 
He encountered unforeseen difficulties and the bank foreclosed the 
loan, choosing an obscure country auctioneer to liquidate the collec¬ 
tion. Distribution of the catalogue was limited and the coins generally 
sold for low prices. Some of the important collectors of the day did not 
learn of the sale and several of the attendees funneled their bids through 
a single agent. After the sale, it is reported that the coins were again 
auctioned within the group in a hotel room. Sometimes, the differences 
were dramatic, with coins subsequently bringing double or triple the 
original hammer price. Important. This copy is significant for recording 
the prices realized at the sale (most copies known are unpriced).
